Bser 
wagons. It la aald, drive Into Montclair 
from Orange, Glen Ridge, Newark and 
Cedar GroTt, making dellrerlee on or¬ 
ders. It la found by the police, how¬ 
ever, that eome of them do not wait for 
order*, but sell without this preliminary 
requisite, and, If caught, produce e 
blank aonvenleoUy filled in ordering the 
delivery ot beer. Tbe? have a United 
Btstea Government license, but pay no 
tee to Montclair, although the local bot¬ 
tlers are required to do so. 

In view of this Inequitable cocdltloo, 
dose observer* ot tbe situation are of 
Che opinion tbat tbe Town Council of 
Montclair skeuid Issue a license to bot¬ 
tlers at a fee of about fS09. This, It la 
claimed, woold result In making tbe 
holders agents for tbe town In tbe en¬ 
forcement of this feature of tbe excise 
ordinance, and place tke bottlers under 
local supervision.

formation now. Some people say that 
the development of tbe meadows will be 
remote, because New Jersey possesses 
snob a vast are* of factory land* with 
solid bottom tbat need not be reclaimed 
Tbat la true, but, on tbe other band tbe 
aoeeealblllty of tbe meadow land* from 
New York, Newark and Jersey City, both 
by land and water, through Newark Bay 
and tba Hackenaaok and Pasealc rlveie, 
and tbe faot tbat tbe greatest railroads 
of tba country cross It, are greatly lo Its 
favor and many a real estate man of 
k njudgmect nas my opinion that to. 
du lal enterprises will buy and re¬ 
claim tbe meadow lands, because of tbe 
great advantages of being on tbe water 
side as well as along railroads, lo 
preference to buying Inland sites from 
which tbe wharves of our water front 
may be reached only by rail. 

“ I believe tbat tbe day will come

year New Jersey’s claim for suob Im- 
provements lnorease In strength.”
